1. The at'achea photostattea report we* procured fro* 
jfjm CIC Region IY Headquarters on 10 October 1949, ana since It contains 
« Information on the subjeot of WASHP-6056, has been forwarded for 
your Information. ST TZKO has been an occasional source of 
Spec. Agt. John Spic?l«f, the author of the report, and turned 
In to him Information on the Ukrainian emigration and on suspected 
Soviet agents in the American Zone of Germany. In late summer 
or early fall 1949, wTETZKO auacenly and inexplicably , from 
Spiegler’s point of view, ceaaea cooperating ana gave the 
impression that he woula like to tsrainate this contact with 
American intelligence* Splegler naturally interpreted this to 
C TET2J£0 had found another more fruitful contact* 

L \ id not confirm this suspicion and requested copies of 

this report on the basis of hia known interact of two years 
standing in the Ukrainian emigration. No photograph of STETZKO, 
listed as Exhibit "A" on the photostat, was received from CIO, 



2* If the information on ^TKTZKO supplied by C^RTKL 1, 2, 
and 3 is correct, he is not a member of UHYR, as stated in Pare 5e , 
nor has he been in constant contact with anti-Soviet revolutionary 
elements in the Ukraine, as alleged in Pars 12a. Otherwise the 
case officer is not aware of possible inaccuracies in this report.
